Finn Seaman Thrown Off 


Ship Here, Refused Pay 


Refused to Return to White Guard Army; Finn 
Consulate Bodily Ejects Him and Attorney 
When They Seek His Belongings 


A Finnish seaman’ who was 
thrown off a Finnish ship here by 
reactionary officers, and an attor- 
ney representing him, were forcibly 
ejected from the offices of the Son- 
sulate General of Finland at 44 
Whitehall yesterday when they went 
there in an effort to regain the sea- 
man's personal belongings confis- 
cated by the ship's captain. 

When the attorney, Raymond 8. 
Harris, protested being shoved 
from the office, a Consulate official 
told him: “You're in a foreign 
country here. We do as we please. 
Get out!” 


When he sought to learn the 
name of the official who made the 
assault, he was told by a secretary: 
“We give no names here. Run 
along.” 

Attorney David M. Zap, with 
whom Harris is associated, is con- 
sidering steps to attach the ship, 
the S. S. Wilja, through libel pro- 
ceedings until the seamen’s pos- 
sessions and his wages are re- 
covered. 

Lauri Manninen, the seaman, 
was forcibly thrown off the ship 
here last week because he had 
made up his mind not to be “a 
soldier for fascist Finland” 

OTHERS DESERT SHIP 

Four other Finnish seamen de- 
serted the ship immediately upon 
her arrival here a month ago after 
they had been told at sea by the 
captain that the only way the crew

would be paid off would be through 
“vyoluntéering” in the Finnish White 
Guard army upon their return to 
Finland. 

According to Manninen the ship's 
Cfficers literally terrorizcod the crew 
when it became known (while. the 
ship was at sea) that the Manner- 
heim regime was waging war 
against the Soviet Union. 

Manninen was singled out for 
attack when it became known that, 
although is Finnish, he had been 
born in Petrograd (Leningrad), and 
that, while aboard the ship, he had 
tuned his small radio set to Soviet 
broadcasts. The ship’s officers sys- 
tematically provoked him and on 
three separate occasions threatened 
him with bodily harm. Once he was 
physically thrown out of the ship's 
galley and told to “keep his mouth 
shut if he wanted to stay on this 
ship.” , 

Many members of the crew secret- 
ly sympathized with Manninen but 
dared not side with him openly be- 


cause of the iron-fisted rule of the 
ship’s officers. 


OFFICEr BURN LITERATURE 


The Wilja sailed from Viipuri 
(Viborg) two months ago, was held 
for a week in a German port, and 
reached New York a month ago. 
She has been in the Bethlehem 
Steel Company drydock at 56th 
Street in Brooklyn, and is expected 
to sail this week. 

While here Manninen bought 
copies of the Daily Worker. the Na- 
tion, and other working class and 
liberal publications. Some one re- 
ported this to the ship’s officers, 
who searched his belongings and 
seized the literature. 


Manninen was forced to carry 
the material to the deck, where he 
was compelled to set fire to it him- 
self, while an officer remarked: 

“We'll burn all Moscow like that.” 

Manninen answered with an old 
Finnish proverb: “The truth can’t 
de destroyed even by fire.” 

Enraged, the officers seized all his 
belongings— his clothes, papers. 
discharges, passport and radio— 
and drove him from the ship with 
threats of bodily injury. 

Manninen fears jail if he returns 
to Finland, and cannot hope for a 
job here unless he can recover his 
papers. 

Attorney Harris said that he and 
Manninen were received cordially 
when they first appeared at the 
Finnish Consulate. An official con- 
versed very politely in Finnish with 
Manninen until the words “Com- 
munist literature” occurred. “Then 
the tone changed” Harris said. 
“Manninen tried to speak again, 
but the official jumped up excitedly 
and tried to push me out of the 
office.”

Win 63 


Quarterly Board Report Shows 9 NLRB Elections 
Won; Hit Racketeering in A. F. of L. Unions 


Aimed at Checking Organization 


The United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers of 
the CIO signed 63 contracts during the last quarter covering 
over 16,000 workers, a report of tlie union’s officers to the 
quarterly session of the General Executive Board, which 


just ended here, stated. 

During the quarter—August, Sep- 
tember and October—6,032 new 
members jcined the union, while 
dues payments were 65 per cent 
above the corresponding period for 
1938. . 

The report also states that dur- 
ing the quarter the union won nine 
National Labor Relations Board 
elections in plants employing 4,100 
workers, and lost only two in plants 
employing 250 workers. This is in 
addition to the 6,294 to 1,035 vic- 
tory the union scored at the Cam- 
den RCA plant, where it already 
had a contract. 


The three officers who gave the 
report to the GEB are President 
James B. Carey, Director of Organ- 
ization James Matles, and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Julius Emspak. 


HITS RACKETEERING 


The officers report sharply as- 
sailed the “cliques of racketeers” in 
A. F. of L. unions, who were de- 
clared a serious obstacle to labor 
unity. 

The union's leaders called atten- 
tion to the suit they are pressing 
against the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers and 
its New York Local 3 on charges of 
conspiracy to boycott electrical 


employer collusion in A. F. of L.- 
unionized industries involving 
charges of boycott, extortion and 
fraud to control the trade. 

It is ostensibly to combat such 
practices that the Department of 
Justice claims its anti-trust drive 
aims. But the officers’ report 
stressed that it is the job of labor 
itself to clean its house.

SANTA MONICA, Calif. Dec. 12 

(UP) .—Douglas Pairbanks, greatest 
of all the silent screen heroes, died 
suddenly early today of a heart at- 
tack in his fog-shrouded Santa 
Monica home. He was 55. 
He succumbed so unexpectedly 
that his wife, the former Lady 
Sylvia Ashley, was prostrated. Mary 
Pickford, his former wife, was noti- 
fied and burst into tears. 

His son, Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., 
rushed to the cottage on the shore 
of the Pacific.

Yesterday the Robin Hood and 
the Don Juan cf the old-time movies 
and the man who made fence- 
jumping and balcony leaping into a 
profession, suffered what seemed to 
be a minor heart attack. 

“It was about 10 o'clock in the 
morning,” reported his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Robert Fairbanks. “His wife 
called his physician, who did not 
believe it was serious. All he said 
was that Doug needed a few weeks’ 
rest. 

“Last night we phoned his home 
and his wife said he war resting 
quietly and very comfortably. He 
seemed as gay and as happy as 
ever. There was a nurse in at- 
tendance, as a precautionary meas- 
ure, and we went to sleep unworried. 

“Then at 1 A. M. came the news 
of his death. It was so sudden we 
were stunned. We could hardly 
think.”

ports for the coming year. 

Experts said that all but a small 
portion of oil which will come into 
this country from Mexico must be 
covered by an import duty of one- 
half per cent per gallon. In com- 
parison, large quantities of petro- 
leum products will come in from 
Venezuela, Colombia, and th: 
Dutch oil fields under a duty of 
one-quarter cent per gallon. 

Affected under the proclamation 
are crude petroleum, topped crude 
petroleum, fuel oil and fuel oil 
known as “gas oil.” - 

The small quota assigned to Mex- 
ico was a direct attack on that 
nation’s expropriation of foreign- 
owned oil properties two years ago, 
including $250,000,000 of American- 
owned lands. 

As compared with 1937 when she 
shipped 4,459,000 barrels of oll into 
the United States, Mexico exported 
little oll to the United States in 
the first 10 months of this year, 
and since this period was taken as 
the basis for the allocation of 
quotas, Mexico dropped to the bot- 
tom of the quota list.

The editorial, in fine, rip-roaring

In Buffalo, where there are dras- 
tic cuts in relief under way, the 
average relief for a person amounts 
to about twenty cents a day. This, 
not to speak of any standard, is six 
cents a day less than it costs to 
feed prisoners in New York State 
prisons. 

“For shelter the average paid 
for the jobless is $2.95 a month. 
About 31 cents a month is given 
for clothing and about 13 cents 
for medical care. 

“rederal surplus supplies are 
furnished but they don't amount 
to much. The unemployed get 
about four pounds of beans, four 
pounds of butter, five pounds of 
cereal, four of evaporated milk, 
five of potatoes and two pounds 
of prunes a month. 

“One of the difficulties with 
the surplus food distribution is 
that it is entirely in the hands of 
the politicians.

LONDON, Dec. 12 (UP). — The 
war at sea today added four more 
merchant vessels to its toll of 
nearly 200 ships. 

In a statement in the House of 
Commons Air Minister Sir Kingsley 
Wood said that Royal Air Force 
planes had carried out 57 attacks 
upon U-boats and inflicted sub- 
stantial damage in 19 cases. 
Over the weekend and yesterday, 
18 British and neutral ships were 
sunk by mines, torpedoes or acci- 
dents. 

The toll mounted today when the 
Swedish steamship Toroe struck a 
mine inside Swedish territorial 
waters south of Falsterbo, and the 
British steamer King Egbert, 4,500 
tons, was sunk in the North Sea.

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A Blow to the Invaders 

Of Personal Liberties 

In outlawing wire-tapping evidence, the 
Supreme Court reflected the serious concern 
of the American people for their personal 
liberties amidst the present war hysteria. 

For the tapping of telephones and all 
such unprincipled invasions of a citizen’s 
privacy, are to create an atmospheré of 
witch-hunting and terrorism that enters 
even into a person’s home. Neither one’s 
conversation—or even his thoughts—are his 
Own. Wire tapping is a classic example of 
the collusion of the law-enforcement agen- 
cies and the public utilities, in this case the 
telephone companies. 

Such sneak methods as wire tapping have 
been used in the past to frame-up labor and 
progressives. They are handy weapons to 
have lyirg around for the enemies of the 
Bill of Rights, to pick up in their present 
drive against liberals and trade unions. The 
decision is all the more welcome because of 
the pretexts and trumped-up excuses being 
used by the Department of Justice to curb 
free public expression. 

It will be remembered that at the Consti- 
tutional Convention last year one of the big 
fights of the people was to get in an effective 
amendment barring the use of illegally ob- 
tained evidence. It was due to the efforts 
of that shining knight of progressivism“ 
Thomas E. Dewey that this fight was 
‘stymied and that the amendment adopted 
Was a mere superficiality. It remains to be 
seen whether police authorities in this and 
other states will look for all sorts of loop- 
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the Supreme Court decision. 

In these days of increasing war incite- 
ment, the people can depend upon themselves 
alone to protect their civil liberties. The 
Supreme Court decision should be put to 
3 5 that use.

The unemployed do not intend to let 
themselves be sacrificed to meet the costs of 
an armaments program. David Lasser, head 
of the Workers Alliance, pounded home this 
point in his interview with President Roose- 
velt. 

As against the relief-cutting program 
which the Administration is reportedly plan- 
ning, the Alliance presented a four-point ex- 
pansion program, calling for an increase of 
WPA jobs, withdrawal of the wage cuts, ad- 
ditional funds for winter clothing and ex- 
tension of the food stamp plan.

» The vigorous opposition of Dr. Bella V. 
Dodd, legislative representative of the 
American Federation of Teachers, against 
the slashes in school funds from the capital 
outlay budget expressed the indignation of 
the entire people of the city.

The Council must adopt the budget by 
Dec. 27. There is littlle time for labor and 
the progressive organizations of the people 
—in delegations and letters—to impress the 
need for a more adequate budget upon the 
City Councilmen. 


Lippmann Tells Them 
How to Do It 


Walter Lippmann, the columnist who 
syndicates Wall Street’s most brutal ideas in 
cool, polished prose, gave some revealing ad- 
vice yesterday to the two major parties. 

Lippmann urged both the Republican and 
Democratic parties to make sure to avoid all 
major issues in the coming campaign and 
fight only about those things which don’t 
really matter. 

“The parties should move toward a con- 
census in which on the vital matters there 
are no irreconcilable differences between 
them,” he wrote. Translated from Lipp- 
mannese, this means: “Soft pedal the war 
and unemployment, boys, since both parties 
are beginning to agree on these matters any- 
way, and we want to put the electorate to 
sleep.” 

The same strategy, according to Mr. 
Lippmann, should be pursued with regard to 
the selection of candidates. No real primary 
campaigns, he recommends, The party lead- 
ers must not, make the mistake of letting 
the nominations be determined in the prima- 
ries.” On the contrary, the “verdict should 
be made by the leaders” themselves: 

In other words, back to the good old days 
of the ’20s when the chief difference be- 
tween the two major parties was that one 
was “in” while the other was “out,” and 
when nominations were made in the demo- 
cratic atmosphere of a smoke-filled hotel 
room, 

With both parties uniting on a war and 
hunger program, labor can tie itself to nei- 
ther of the two major- machines, but must

WHAT IS BREWING AT GENEVA? 


© The current meeting of the League of 
Nations at Geneva has “interesting possibil- 
ities,” dryly remarks the New York Herald 
Tribune. Possibilities for what—for whom? 

That this meeting is in no sense a repre- 
sentation of the world’s nations is admitted 
by the Tribune when it declares that the 
League is “but a coalition of the British- 

French allies. 8 „ 

sha can there be so “interesting” for 
the Tribune in the meetings of these British- 
French allies? 

Well, the League has dutifully dispatched 
an “ultimatum” to the Soviet Union on the 
Finnish situation. The press coyly calls this 
action a “surprising return to life.” 

But, the League has not just “come to 
life.” Its alleged indifference to the succes- 
sive rapes of Manchuria, Ethiopia, China, 
Austria, Spain and Czechoslovakia was ac- 
tually the result of very energetic action 
within the League by the Anglo-French 
coalition to sabotage resistance to aggres- 
sion. The spirit of “non-intervention” which 
held the League chloroformed during these 
aggressions was the effect of London-Paris 
sabotage of the Soviet Union's persistent 
calls for joint action to halt aggression. 

The Soviet Union’s call to the League for 
action against aggression was sabotaged 
from 1934 onward by the very same London 
and Paris delegates who are now so active 
behind the Helsinki Government in Finland. 
When their support of the Soviet Union’s 
proposals could have prevented war, they 
were opposed to such action. Now, they are 
feverishly supporting Helsinki, allegedely 

“against aggression.” What is the meaning 
of this? Was there a “change of heart”? 

Not at all. The London-Paris coalition 
supported the aggressor from 1934 onward 
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and sabotaged the Soviet Union’s proposals 
for joint action against aggression precisely 
because the Chamberlain-Daladier coalition 
hoped to divert this aggression against the 
Soviet Union. Munich was supposed te be 


the signal for the anti-Soviet war. It failed 


dismally. 

Chamberlain permitted the rape of 
Czechoslovakia, Ethiopia and Spain because 
he wanted war—against the Soviet Union. 
The world imperialists are now using Fin- 
land for the same reason—for war against 
the Soviet Union. It is the same policy 
throughout. It is the policy of fomenting 
world war. 

That the London-Paris delegates who 
were criminal accomplices in the conquest 
of Spain and Czechoslovakia should now par- 
ticipate in Helsinki’s provocations against 
the USSR gives irrefutable proof of the 
correctness of the Soviet Union’s charge 
that Finland is being used as a war puppet 
by the imperialists. 

London and Paris were ready to sell half 
of Europe’s small nations to the fascist ag- 
gressor; they are now ready to betray the 
people of Finland, for the same purpose. 
For war. For aggression against the Land 
of Socialism. In the face of these incessant 
conspiracies to launch the anti-Soviet war, 
is it the world of imperialism, or the Soviet 
Union which stands before mankind as the 


- aggressor? 


The American people- who understood 
the Soviet Union’s fight for peace then, will 
understand it now.

_ Answer—No.

With 
such forces the Communists seek to establish the 
broadest collaboration upon a united front and demo- 
cratic front basis. 


Question—The Communists say that Great Britain 
and France are striving for imperialist aims in this 
war—why, then, did the Soviet Union seek a peace 
alliance with them only a few months ago? 


Answ2r—The Soviet Government's years’ long 
struggle to build an international peace front of the 
democratic nations to restrain the fascist war aggres- 
sors, the final ferm of which was a proffered mutual 
defense pact with Great Britain and France, was not 
based either upon an attempt to ignore the capitalist 
character of the Chamberlains and Daladiers or upon 
vain hopes that these imperialist leopards would change 
their spots. On the contrary, it was founded upon the 
perspective that the toiling masses in these countrigs, 
the only true peace and democratic forces, would come 
forward aggressively in People’s Fronts and similar 
popular mass movements, put a bridle on their im- 
perialists, and compel their governments to cooperate 
with the Soviet Government in preserving world peace. 
This great peace front effort of the Soviet Union, rest- 
ing upon a sound Marxian evaluation of class forces, 
was historically both necessary and justified. It it did 
not actually succeed in preventing the war, the prin- 
cipal responsibility therefor rests upon the Social Dem- 
ocrats of England and France who sabotaged all at- 
tempts, to organize the necessary mass peace pressure 
against their imperialist governments. 


Question—If the U. S. 8. R. hadn't signed the non- 
aggression pact with Germany, Hitler would not have 
dared attack Poland and there would have been no 
war? 

Answer—When the Soviet Government made its 
non-ageression pact with Germany the crisis over 
Danzig was in its last stages. Hitler was organizing his 
offensive with all possible speed—those who do not 
believe he would have attacked Poland need only to 
look back upon his invasions cf Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Spain. And England and Fravte were 
not averse to his moving toward the East. 

In this situaticn, the Soviet Government, its futile 
negotiations with England and France having com- 
pletely convinced it that those countries did not want 
a general peace front against Hitler but wanted him 
to make war against the Soviet Union, had no alterna- 
tive but to assume a position of neutrality toward the 
war which was on the very eve of beginning. The only 
way the U. S. S. R. could make its neutrality clear and 
unmistakable was through the non-aggression pact. 

Had the Soviet Government failed to do this; had 
it gone on negotiating fruitlessky with Great Britain 
and France, without fail it would have been trapped 
into the war then about to break out. It would have 
found itself locked in a death grapple with Nazi- 
Germany, while imperialist England and France, if 
they declared war on Germany at all, would fiddle 
along on the Western Front, and, with their anti- 
Soviet strategy accomplished, they would gleefully 
watch Germany and the Soviet Union tear each other 
to pieces. Indeed, who can say that these tories might 
not have maneuvered matters around so as to eventu- 
ally even to give Germany support against the Soviet 
Union? Present-day anti-Soviet machinations by 
Great Britain in Finland prove the correctness of this. 


Several months previously Stalin had publicly 
warned England that the Soviet Union was not going 
to pull chestnuts out of the fire for British imperial- 
ism, and when it became clear that this was precisely 
what Great Britain was aiming to make the U. S. S. R. 
do in the impending war, the Soviet Government cor- 
rectly stepped out of the situation and left Chamber- 
lain to take care of his own chestnuts. By so doing 
the Scviet Government served effectively the interest, 
both of its own people and of world Socialism.

Mr. Riegger will illustrate his talk with recordings of 


Born of a German father and a 
Scotch-Irish mother in Georgia, 
Mr. Reigger received his musical 
education in pre-war Germany. 


He added to his reputation as a 
musician during a three-year pe- 
riod as cellist with the St. Paul or- 
chestra. In 1914 he returned to 
Germany and obtained a post as 
assistant coriductor. at the Stadt- 


position he rose to conductor of the 
Bluthner orchestra in Berlin. 

Returning to the U. S. in 1917, 
Mr. Reigger headed the theory and 
cello department at Drake Univer- 
sity where during his four years 
tenure, he first tried his hand at 
composition. He succeeded after 
much trial and error in completing 
a trio for piano violin and cello 
which later won the Paderewski 
prize “La Belle Dame Sans Merci” 
a musical setting for Keats poem, 
won the international Coolidge 
prize. A doctorate was conferred 
upon him by the Cincinnati Con- 
servatory at this time. 

After his sensational “Study in 
Sonority” was received with hisses 
and cheers he came to know the 
American modernists with whom 
he found himself spiritually akin. 
These included such figures as 
Edgar Varese, Henry Cowell, Carl 
Ruggles and Charles Ives. 

With these men, Reigger helped 
form the Pan-American Association 
of Composers out of the remains of 
the International Composers Guild 
and the Pro-Musica Society. The 
new association gave many con- 
certs here and abroad. 

Riegger of late years has been 
devoting himself more and more 
to organizational activities. The 
death of creative art in Germany, 
Italy and more recently, Spain 
brought home to him the need for 
the fight for artistic freedom on 
the home front. He was very active 
in the battle to preserve for the 
American people their own art as

Caught first glimpse of Long Island University’s 1939- 
40 basketball team the other night, and NYU will have 
to be plenty good if it expects to be the top team around 
here this season. 

Of course, Clair Bee, the phenomenally successful mentor of the 
Brooklyn team that won the national championship last year and has 
un overlapping winning streak of 39 to date, is inclined to lean toward 
the pessimistic side about these boys. Which is natural enough. Last 
year he had what many, including myself, thought the finest college 
basketball team ever put together, an outfit that rated right up with 
Joe Louis, the Yanks and Don Budge in its clear margin over the 
best the field could produce. The first six members of that team, 
Torgof, Kaplowitz, Hillhouse, Sewitch, Bromberg and Newman, grad- 
Uated, and after three years of hard, patient smoothing of the rough 
ages nad finally welded them into almost a flawless combination, 
Clair could hardly help shuddering at some of the wild passes and 
gaucheries committed by this years’ youngsters. 


But don't kid yourselves about this year’s youngsters, You 
might have seen them in spots as sophomore replacements last 
year, an amazingly fast and spirited group that ran the feet off 
the opposition while the regulars rested. They kept the veterans 
from ever falling into a rut of smug seriorites—and word seeping 
out of the LIU practice gym had it that they gave the “old men” 
(baby face Kaplowitz, et al.) a helluva time of it. - 

But Clair is the one guy who can't be objective about those kids. 
“Look at them throw the ball away-—did Torgoff ever do that?’’—but 
then as they click for a score he may say less loudly—“You know, 
they're even faster than last year’s bunch!” 


The truth of the matter is that this year's team is just as good 
as the team of ‘37-38, which was onc year away from last year's 
greatness, but still good enough to beat pretty nearly everything around. 
By next year it should take its place as the third great championship 
Gutfit produced by Bee at the little Brooklyn school within the space 
of six years, You remember that magnificent Bender, Kramer, Merson, 
Norton group that won 37 in a row. 

The other night the boys beat John Marshall of Jersey City, a team 
good enough to take several of the Ivy League outfits over the hurdles, 
with ease, pulling away in a high-geared second half rain of baskets. 
The first five consists of Cy Lobello, Ossie Schectman, Bill King, Sol 
Séhwartz and Joe Shelly. Lobello, 6-2, calm and efficient, catches the 
eye right off. As long as Bee ha, to think nostalgically yet in terms 
of last year's team, let's say Lobello combines the deadly accurate pop 
shooting of Bromberg and the all-around steadiness of Torgoff. And 
that’s some combination. 

Schectman is the wild man of the ensemble, and one of the 
potentially greatest basketball players I've ever seen. He bounces. 
He roars up and down the court like a dynamo on the loose. Once 
against John Marshall he feinted a shot, slipped the ball to 
Lobello while going full speed across court—tripped over a Mar- 
shall man’s feet and skidded ten feet on his stomach right over 
te Coach Bee, where he was helped to his feet and raced away 
with a grin. He's still a little erratic and has a few quirks to 
straighten out. His long shot is getting more and more deadly. 

King, just off the football field, has already loosened up into his 
basketball stride. A trifle slow, he is a sure ball handler and feeder 
amc anywhere around the basket he's murder. Schwartz is a bit of a 
problem child as yet, like Newman of last year, with all sorts of 
possibilities, not quite clicking as he should and yet plenty good enough 
as is. Complicated sounding, but there’s a high standard of near per- 
fection growing up down at LIU, and all faults are carefully tabbed 
for eradication. Joe Shelly is the feeder of the bunch, and from the 
increase of his avoirdupois over last year’s he must have taken that 
appelation very seriously in the off season.
